ists; "Were it possible by arbitrary 
legislation or by force to destroy alco- 
hoi, und hence render this form of rx 
cess impossible, the evils of such a 
procedure would, in other directions, 
probably far overbalance the good. It 
could be done only at the expense of 
personal liberty and the loss of all the 
proper uses of alcohol, in chemistry 
and the arts, and as a medicine. Ami 
further, we should seem to be depart- 
ing from God's method, which is not 
to finally destroy the possibility of do* 
ing wrong, but rather to permit the 
good and the evil to 'grow together,1 


and to educate man to virtue in the 
presence of a possible vico." 
Hence 


he does not feel that forcible prohibi- 
tion is right as a principle, and is quite 
sure it will fail as a practical method. 
"Such legislation," ho continues, "as 
would secure prohibition, would ner.es. 
sarily be sumptuary, ami hence op- 
post d t* all our ideas of personal 
rights, 
i know the advocates of pro- 


hibition say that such is not the case; 
that they would as strenuously oppose 
inch laws as we; but 
singularly 


enough, whilst claiming not to inter- 
fere with personal rights they never- 
theless would render it practically mi- 
possible for others to enjoy their free- 
dom in vising wine or beer by putting 
these articles out of their reach; thai 
is, by forbidding their manufarlure or 
sale. Suppose we should apply the 
same reasoning to sugar and coffee 
and tobacco and say: "We do not pro. 
pose to interfere with the right! of 
perions to use these cduimadities, but 
we will not allow their production ami 
sale. The case would be analagoua/ 
lie believes that while the evils of in- 
temperance and the liquor trafVir ran 
not be entirely removed by law, they 
may be regulated and reduced. 
The 


laws of Illinois forbid adulteration, the 
*alc of liquor on Sunday, willing to 
minors and drunkards, and make the 
seller and the properly where he hells 
liable for damage to person and prop- 
erty.

hibition of its use; but both these dif- 
ferent schools of intemperance may 
find a common ground in efforts for 
restriction;" and goes on with on illus- 
tration: "A man whose boy has had 
his eye blown out on the Fourth of 
July and has lost two or three fingures 
by the careless handling of gunpow- 
der, may be eager that it should be 
excluded from the community, but a 
sportsman who has used it all his life 
without harm to himself may insist 
that such a course unduly restricts his 
liberty, Both of them, however, will 
agree that measures which may pre- 
vent it being carried in the vest pock- 
et in company with parlor matches, 
or kept under the kitchen itove, in 
close proximity with the kerosene can, 
are worth imitating, 
And it is cer- 


tainly worth while that they should so 
far agree and co-operate. This seems 
to be the present drift of the temper 
ance movement in the direction ot a 
wise restriction, and in this I cannot 
but think lies its strength," He thinks 
that first among practical measures is 
*'an earnest effort for the better en- 
forcement of laws m regard to the 
liquor traffic as they now stand," and 
see there is something almost grotesque 
in the presistent efforts for mo re sting- 
ent legislation when the laws we have 
on the statute books are a dead letter, 
He says that the law for the restric- 
tion of the sale of liquor on Sunday* 
those restricting its sale th minors and 
habitual drunkards, the licensed sole 
of liquor, the manifold evasions which 
are carried on, the impudent effront- 
ery which works sad deterioration to 
the moral sdntiment of the community 
these are things which demand urgent 
and instant attention. It is easy to

Robert Cochran was hanged tho 


same day at Clayton, Alabamo, for 
the murder .of Mr, McDrew, a coun- 
try merchant, November 25,1882, 
The scaffold was erected in a valey, 
about three quarters of a mile from 
the court house, and consUtod of 
the old fashioned gallows, trap and 
trigger. 
The procession composed 


o;f the dead man, sheriff, guards, and 
a great many people, left tho jail at 
noon, The scaffold was surrounded 
by a high wooden enclosure which 
was intended to make the banging 
p'rivate, but it,;was observed by a 
large crowd from the outside, who 
had elevated positions, The execu- 
tion occurred at 1 o'clock.

"Tne p»pul*tioa of LapUpd Is 


mated at 27,000. The origin oftae 
word Lipp Is UDknown, but It Is sop- 
poseil to mean nomad. The Lapps* 
like their came, are ol unknown ori- 
gin, They aro ai a raoe distinct trom 
any other people ID Europe. Tbcy 
have straight brown bslr, light eyes 
and no beard. Tbelr .complexion bas 
been represented to be a sort of ooppsr 
color, but that Is a mistake. They sp*. 
pear to be of that complexion because 
they,aro oegrlmmcd with smoke. But, 
when they wash tbelr faces, they are 
seen to be of a pale, ssbes, and ratber 
bluish-white complexion. In charac- 
ter they are friendly and hospttatble 
They esn all shoot, but they sre not at 
all warlike In deposition. For truth* 
fulness, honesty and virtus they corn- 
faro favorably with other European 
races, but tbelr Intelligence Is of a low 
order. They speak a language that is 
somewhat essy to acquire, and which 
Is very different from European )sn» 
gunge*. It Is a written as well as a 
spoken Isnguajtt, and many ol them 
can read so i write It. Owing to the 
rigor of tbe climate, tho Lapps aro not 
so prolific as other European rsce, A 
couple In Lsplaod hardly ever have 
more than three children, though I be* 
Hove that Is higher than the average In 
America." 


"How do they subsist?" 
'Tueitsffof life In Lsplsnd is the 


reindeer. This animal Is tbelr beast of 
burden, tbelr clothier and thslr butch* 
er. The country his no other animals 
worth speaking of but the reindeer, 
dogs and goats. It yields DO grains 
and no fruits. The well-to-do people 
live on boiled reindeer meat. The on- 
ly thing they eat with it Is a sort of 
sour grata, which they boll to the con- 
sistency of Jolly. In tho winter they 
can only procure water by melting the 
snow. The poorer people cannot af- 
ford even this diet, bat live entirely on 
Ash. Tho waters yield excellent ttsb, 
and among others, a very fino kind of 
sutuion. But lu whiter these rlsh can 
bo taken only by cutting through tho 
thick Ice which covers the rivers, 
Tbe 


clothlog ol the people consists of a 
double suit ofreln£esr skin, one with 
tho fur turned inward, snd tho otbsr 
with tho fur turned outward, They al- 
so wear a comical bat of tho same ma- 
terial," 


11 Wlmt do thti reindeer live on f" 
"They live entirely on a kind of mow 


that grows 6n the ground, and whloh 
in the winter they obtain by digging 
down through tbe snow for It. The 
moss does not grow everywhere on tho 
ground, either; and It Is a singular 
tact that tbo reindeer aro possessed of 
a mysterious Instlnctjoy which they 
can toll where U Is, no tbat they never 
dig through the snow I n vain, As to 
water, they are dependent for moisture 
on what tboy csn gather by licking 
tho snow ,' 


"What sort of habitations do the 


Lapps live In?" 


"They live In tenti, not more than 


ten feet In width, made of reindeer 
hides, They build a flro In the middle 
of U, and nit round It,crouching as low 
M possible to avoid the smoke of the 
flre, and pass the time In smelting to- 
bacco and telling stories. They are a 
nomadlo raoe, and not at all gregari- 
ous. They have no cities or towns, and 
tbe nearest approach they make to a 
village ia when twenty persons win 
pitch tbelr tents In the neighborhood 
of s little Lutheran otiureb, erected by 
the government." 


"What is their religious condition ft 
'They tiave a sort of Bible, called the 


'Gobdas,' This is written on a rein- 
deer bide, and contains the mythology 
ofthbraoj. It teaehes, however, not 
of the Creator and ot tbe origin of tbe 
universe, but entirely 01 duty and 
morals, Like tho race and toogue, It 
Is of unknown origin, But the Lapps 
hays sow almost universally abandon- 
ed the Gobdas for tbo Christian re- 
ligion. Their religion is mostly na- 
tional and lormal, but I found a few 
choice spirits among them whoie re- 
ligion was a matter of tbe heart and 
llfejiaijd- who furnish noble Illustra- 
tions of tlic,Christian spirit." 


"Do the Ltpps use tobscc>> snd 


liquor?" 


"They do, The government prohi- 


bits the isle of liquor in Lapland, but 
tbo laps make trips to Sweden and 
barter reindeer meat for whisky or al- 
cohol, and when they bay* got a keg 
of It they never stop drinking uatll U 
Is gone. Sometimes '.be Swedes visit 
Ltpland to buy meat, and take liquor 
vmh them, They are afraid to sell 
liquor In Lapltnd, bur they evsde tbe 
Isw by giving to every one who sells 
them a piece ol meat a welcome cup 
when he comes and a good-bye cup 
when he goes. Tbe consequence Is 
that most Is sold to them In very small 
pieces, and the L%pps get very drunk/1 


"What success did you meet with In 


your labors smong the Ltpps f' 


"Not a great deal tbat was visible, 


They recleved me kindly, snd beard 
m* preach and teach with great pleas- 
ure, Tfeere were very few conver- 
sion*, but I hope a great deal of good 
was done. They sympathised heartily 
wttb me In my 'temperance teachings, 
and before I took my departure cir- 
cuited a petition to th« King of ft Mil- 
an aid Norway to «xol«ideIntoxicating 
liquor from (heir country."
